Washington, September 19.—-(By As- 
gpociated Press.)—The federal custodian 
of alien property, A. Mitchell Palmer, 
made public today the names of the fif- 
teen brewers, who, with the United 
States Brewers’ association, raised a 
fund of $407,500 from which $375,000 
was loaned to Arthur Brisbane to buy 
The Washington Times. 

Mr. Palmer acted immediately after 
the senate had passed a resolution in- 
troduced by Senator Jones, of Wash- 
ington, calling upon the property cus- 
todian to show the proofs on which he 
made his speech in Harrisburg, Pa., last 
describing the efforts of 
brewers to control a newspaper in pro- 
German interest, to exert their influ- 
ence upon congress, and, finally, on 
which he charged that the brewing in- 


terests had advanced the money for the |

General McAdoo has approved the ap- 
plication of the American Railway Ex- 


press company for further rate in- 
creases estimated to yield $23,670,000, 
and has sent the proposal to the inter- 
state commerce commission for final 
action. TRe commission announced to- 
night that public hearings on the mat- 
ter will begin Tuesday, October 8. 

The amount realized by the recent 
advance in rates, approximately $10,- 
000,000, has been absorbed entirely, Mr. 
McAdoo wrote the commission, in mak- 
ing wage advances to express em- 
ployees. The director general said he 
was satisfied there must be a further 
increase in wages and that some $12,- 
000,000 of additional revenue would be 
needed for that purpose.

In Trans-Caucasia, the British force, 
which recently went to the relief of the 
besieged Armenians in Baku, has been 
compelled to withdraw into north Per- 
sia in the face of the large Turkish 
forces and the ineffectiveness of the 
Russo-Armenian aid. 


INTER-ALLIED LABOR 
ADOPTS ‘WILSON PEACE. 


The inter-allied labor conference in 
session in London, has unanimously 
adopted the fourteen points President 
Wilson formulated as the only basis 
for peace, as labor’s basis for the end- 
ing of the war. Likewise, unanimous 
approval was given the stand of Presi- 
dent Wilson and the entente powers 
with regard to the Austrian peace note. 

Alexander Kerensky, the former Rus- 
sian premier, addressed the confer- 
ence. He said Russia has not left the 
entente alliance and declared that his 
country had never recognized the peace 
of Brest-Litevsk or ceased to struggle 
against the Germans. He added that 
members of the old constituent as- 
sembly were meeting secretly in Russia

“South of the Somme a French par- 
tial attack failed. On a thirty-five-kil- 
ometer wide front attack we ascer-

Quentin now exceeds 10,000, according 
to Field Marshal Haig’s report tonight. 
‘More than sixty big gums were taken. 

Most of the fighting today was 
around Gouzeaucourt and to the east 
of Epehy.

Gauche wood. 


British Day Report. 


London, September 19.—The British 
last night made further progress in 
their drive'into the Hindenburg line in 
the St. Quentin region, aimed at the 
encirclement of that town, according 
to Field Marshal Haig’s official state- 
ment today. In a continued advance 
north of Pontruet they reached the out- 
post positions of the Hindenburg line. 

The Australians renewed their at- 
tacks and carried the Hindenburg out- 
posts. Many prisoners and a number 
of machine guns were taken by them. 

The town of Lempire was captured, 
as was Gauchie wood. (Lempire is 4 
miles directly west of Le Catelet.) 

The Germans late yesterday started 
a heavy bombardment on the northern 
part of the battle front southwest of 
Cambrai, between Gouzeancourt and 
the Arras-Cambrai road. The fire was 
of extreme intensity. 

The enemy followed his bombard- 
ment by a strong infantry attack on 
a wide front rorthward from the vicini- 
ty of Trescault. He was completely 
repulsed at all points with grcat loss. 

He was likewise driven off with 
heavy casualties shortly afterward 
when he launched a strong attack 
north of Moeuvres. Some German Par 
ties.that succeeded at points in enter- 
ing the British trenches were entirc!y 
disposed of by counter attacks. 

The statement reads: 

“Yesterday afternoon a violent bom-

bardment from a large number of guns 
was opened by the enemy on the n 

ern portion of the battle frent, ‘¢- 
tween Gouzeaucourt and the Arras- 
Cambrai road. Telephone communic:- 
tion with the divisions in the line was 
rapidly cut by the intensity «f the 
hostile fire. - 

“At 5 o’clock in the evening German 
infantry attacked in strength on & 
wide front from the neighborhood of 
Trescault northward. At all points 
they were completely repulsed with 
great loss by troops of the guards of 
the third and thirty-seventh divisions. 
Another strong attack delivered shor~- 
ly afterward north of Mouevres also 
was driven off with heavy German 
losses. At certain localities bodies of 
the enemy succeeded in reaching and 
entering our trenches, where they were 
overwhelmed by counter attacks. 

“Many prisoners have been taken by 
our troops and great numbers of, Ger- 
man dead are lying ,before our posi- 
tions on the whole front of the enemy 
attack. South of Gouzeaucotrt the op- 
erations of the third and fourth British 
armies continued successful yesterday 
evening and last night. English troops 
progressed north of Pontruet, reaching 
the outpost position of the Hindenburg, 
line in this sector. 

“On the left the fourth Australian 
division renewed the attack at ll 
o’clock at night and carried the out- 
post positions of the Hindenburg line 
after heavy fighting. Many prisoners 
and a number of machine guns were 
taken in this successful operation. 

“This division and the first Austra- 
lian division now hold the outpost po- 
sitions of the Hindenburg line on the 
whole of their respective fronts. 

“Further north severe fighting has 
taken place east of Ronssoy and Epehy. 
We have gained possession of Lempire 
and beaten off determined hostile coun- 
ter attacks. 

“In the Villers-Guislan sector the 
division which in yesterday’s advance 
took several hundred prisoners, _re- 
captured Gauche wood which the ene- 
my had regained by a counter attack. 
Late in the afternoon it repulsed with 
heavy losses a strong counter attack 
launched by the enemy from Villers- 
Guislan. At Gauche wood repeated at- 
tacks delivered by the enemy in the 
afternoon and evening were repulsed. 

“By a successful local operation car- 
ried out yesterday morning we im- 
proved our positions south and east of 
Ploegsteert (Flanders), and captured 
a number of prisoners.” 


FRENCH TROOPS STILL 
MAKING ADVANCES. 


Paris, September 19.—The French, 
continuing their attacks southeast of 
St. Quentin, have reached the outskirts 
of Benay, according to the war office 
announcement tonight. In the Soissons 
sector numerous enemy counter at- 
tacks west of Jouy were repulsed. 

The important town of Contescourt, 
in the St. Quentin sector, is now en- 
tirely fm the hands of the French, who 
also occupied Castres, further to the 
northeast. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“We extended our gains notwith- 


‘standing the enemy’s stubborn resist- 


ance and advanced beyond Contescourt, 
which is entirely in our hands. We 
also captured Castres. We have reach- 
ed the outskirts of Benay. 

“We broke all counter attacks on 
the plateau to the west of Jouy (Sois- 
sons sector), inflicting severe losses 
on the enemy, appreciably increasing 
our advance and capturing 100 pris- 
oners.”’

Col Del Rosso. Forty prisoners were 
taken.

Copy Is Sent With Letter 
Acknowledging Receipt 
of Austria’s Peace Confer- 
ence Proposal—Little Bel- 
gium Stands Firm. 


. Paris, September 19.—An official 
note issued tonight says that Foreign 
Minister Pichon, in acknowledging to 
the Swiss minister the receipt of Aus- 
tria’s peace proposal, sent with his let- 
ter a copy of the official journal con- 
taining Premier Clemenceau’s speech in 
the senate Wefinesday. This speech, he 
said, constituted France’s reply to 
Vienna. ‘ 
Belgium Spurns Offer. 

London, September 19.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The Belgian foreign 
minister, in discussing Germany’s peace 
approach to Belgium, declares that the 
conditions cannot be taken as a basis 
for any serious discussion. From the 
details furnished by the foreign min- 
ister it appears that Belgium received 
no formal proposition directly from the 
German government, but that commu- 
nications came by an indirect channel. 
These showed that it was Germany’s 
intention to demand that Belgium bind 
herself to effect absolution of the lan- 
guine question in conformity. The Ger- 
man imperial policy, which Belgium 
would regard as an abdication of the 
right inherent in her sovereignty to 
solve internal problems in accordance 
with the freely expressed will of the 
Belgian people. 

Germany would also claim full am- 
nesty for Belgium cities, guilty of help- 
ing the enemy plang, and would there- 
by, according to the minister, impose 
on the Belgium government an act of 
' submission. 

Germany would insist on the main- 
tenance after the war of the commer- 
cial treaties previously in force. This, 
following up the destruction of Belgian 
industry by the invader, says the min- 
ister, would insure Germany’s economic 
erip on the country. Moreover, he 
adds, the pawn theory is not abandon- 
ed. Germany would insist upon bind- 
ing the fate of Belgium with the solu- 
tion of the colonial question. 

No Allusion to Damage. 

Finally, the obligation resting on 
Germany to repair the damage unjust- 
ly inflicted on its victim, was not even 
alluded to. Germany, the minister 
points out, would thus be enriched by 
the pillage of Belgium, whose ruin 
would be complete. 

These indirect approaches made no 
reference to the eventual suspension 
of hostilities between Belgium and 
Germany, nor to the evacuation of Bel- 
gian territory. 

The foreign minister concludes: 
“The conditions thus set forth over- 
shadow and render sterile all declara- 
tions which appear to recognize the 
independence of Belgium. They can- 
not be taken as a basis for any serious 
discussion. The Belgian, government 
formulated its program in its note to 
the pope on December 24 last and pub- 
lished in January and, as all the al- 
lied governments know, is firmly re- 
solved to maintain it undiminished.” 


AMERICANS CAPTURE 
PRISONERS WITHOUT 


American Forces in Lorraine, Septem- 
ber 19.—(By the Associated Press.»— 
Four German prisoners have been 
brought in and delivered to the offi- 
cers of the American intelligence de- 
partment for interrogation without a 
shot having been fired. An officer and 
a patrol of fifteen men were checked 
one night by wires which had beeh 
electrified. The patrol returned the 
next night with material to bridge the 
wires. It was raining, however, and 
ane had turned off the cur- 
rent.

With the American Army on the Lor- 
raine Front, September 13.—~-(By the 
Associated Press.)—Fear lest the 
Americans would advance and over- 
whelm them, bitter complaint at bad 
food and general despondency at the 
prospects of the war are the keynotes 
of letters written home by German 
soldiers and found on their persons 
when they were captured. A certain 
American division which took more 
than its quota of prisoners has made 
an exhaustive examination of these 
letters and found that the morale, even 
of the men in the Tenth German regi- 
ment—conceded to be the best oppus- 
ing the Americans—is decidedly low if 
it can be judged from private letters 
never intended for Amcrican consump- 
tion. 

“It looks very bad for our dear 
Germany,” writes one soldier to his 
wife. “Who knows whether the 
Americans will break through. This 
morning we again were on the alert 
and thought the Americans were going

States navy yardsand arsenals are set 
forth in a letter from John A. Mc- 
Iihenny, president of the United States 
civil service commission, to the office 
of the civil service in this division, 
William B. Ahlgren, assistant secre- 
tary, now in charge. 

The letter states that mechanics 
now in the army are in some instances 
being given indefinite furloughs in or- 
der that they may relieve the shortage 
of skilled mechanics. This mthod is 
not likely, however, to Supply enough 
workers to meet*the demand. 

To quote: “The commission 
of course, state that persons will be 
given deferred classifications if they 
accept civillan employment in a gov-

The terms of this sale, 
as I recall them, were that $250,000 
was to be paid down, the balance to 
be paid in installments of $50,000 each 
every six months. 

“In order to bring about the purchase 
of The Washington Times, I, at vari- 
ous times, advanced Mr. Brisbane funds 
through the Growing Circulation cor- 
poration, a corporation which I believe 
is either owned or controlled by Mr, 
Brisbane. The aforesaid funds were 
advanced on the dates and in the 
amounts hereinafter specified and 
in the following manner: 


How He Drew Checks. 


“I first drew a check or checks on 
the account at the Federal Trust com- 
pany, which stood in my name as trus- 
tee, such check or checks being pay- 
able to the order of the Federal Trust 
company, and the Federal Trust com- 
pany then, in turn, would deliver to me 
a treasurer’s check of the Federal 
Trust company, payable to bearer, 
which treasurer’s checks, I, in turn, 
delivered to Mr. Brisbane personally.” 

A letter to Brisbane by Feigenspan 
defining the terms of the loan is next 
given. This previously had been pub- 
lished by Mr. Brisbane. It sets forth 
that a number of brewers, including 


Feigenspan, were ready to loan Bris- 


bane $500,000 for the purchase and es- 
tablishment of a newspaper, and that 
at the end of five years so much was 
to be repaid as Brisbane determined as 
the business of the paper warranted: 
that no interest was to be charged, but 
that the loan was to be returned if the 
paper were sold.

Security Was Note. 


His only security, Feigenspan de- 
clared in his statement to the alien 
property custodian, is the $300,000 note 
of the Growing Circulation corporation. 
At the close of the statement, George 
Ehret, Jr., declares that he believes it 
to be true. 

The alien property custodian makes 
no comment upon the documents, but 
simply includes them in a letter to Sen- 
ator King, of Utah, the author of the 
resolution which canceled the charter 
of the German-American alliance, and 
then passes to the two letters by Konta 
to support his charge In his Harrisburg 
speech that “the organized liquor traf- 
fic had been pro-German in its sympa- 
thies,” and that “these great interests 
actually have been willing to finance 
great newspapers for the purpose of 
spreading German propaganda and sen- 
timents in this country. 

Konta’s letter to Tauscher includes 
some expressions of doubtful compli- 
mentary nature as to Bernard Dern- 
burg’s value as a German agent here, 
but informs Tauscher that at Dern- 
burg’s request he has canvassed the 
prospects of buying a newspaper. He 
asks that if possible the original be 
recovered. 

Various Papers Discussed. 

The letter to Dernburg, written 
March 31, 1915, the subjects of “the 
purchase and publication of a daily 
newspaper in this country in the in- 
terests of Germany and the German 
government.” It proceeds to discuss 
various New York newspapers from the 
point of their success, proceeding from 
that to make deductions on the likeli- 
hood of their sale. 

The Herald, Telegram, Tribune and 
World, put out of the reckoning at the 
outset, because they were part of great 
fortunes, and The Times, which he 
reckoned as very prosperous and not 
for sale. That left in the morning 
field, he wrote The Sun, Press, Tele- 
graph and Commercial. The Sun, 
Konta wrote Dernberg, had the draw- 
back of not then being a member of 
the Associated Press, and he did not 
know if it could be bought. The Press 
(now discontinued), he reported, has 
recently changed ownership, “and the 
old owner was so delighted to get it 
off his hands that he made his man- 
aging edittor a present of $10,000.” 
He expressed doubts if the new owner 
would wish to sell. 

The Telegraph, Konta reported, 
“could be bought at any moment,” but 
would “have to be remodeled from be- 
ginning to end.,”’ The Commercial, 
Konta described as a “mere skeleton,” 
and then turing to the evening news- 
paper field, discussed The Post, The 
Mail and The Globe. 

The Post, Konta spoke of in the 
but made no 
comment on the possibilities of its 
purchase. The “price quoted for The 
Evening Mail by its editor is $1,000,- 
000,"" he reported.

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Arthur Brisbane directs one of the most 
brilliant editorial pens in America. 

For years he has been the chief editorial 
writer for the Hearst newspapers. His po- 
sition with the Hearst organization has 
been such that, it is popularly taken for 
granted, he has shaped to a large extent the 
editorial policies of the Hearst newspapers. 

One of the chief characteristics of Mr.

But any 
other newspaper that dared disagree with 
them invariably had come under the spell 
of the “interests,” and nothing it said was 
to be trusted! 

Now it develops that Mr. Brisbane him- 
self was so close to one of the biggest of 
all big interests that all he had to do when 
he wanted to buy The Washington Times 
was to say: “Come across with $375,000!” 

And “across” it came! 

And what a German aggregation it was! 
Just read the list. It sounds like the roll 
call of the reichstag. 

By Mr. Brisbane’s own admission, it 
camé from one of the interests of which 
Mitchell Palmer, the government alien 
property custodian, was speaking when he 
said, at Harrisburg, Pa., September 14: 

“Why, you and I know perfectly well 
that it is around these great brewery 
organizations owned by rich men, al- 
most all of them of German birth and 
sympathy, at least before we entered 
the war. that has grown up thé soci- 
eties, all the organizations of this coun- 

try intended to keep young German im- 

migrants from becoming real American 

citizens. It is around the saengerfests 
and the saengerbunds and organizations 
of that kind, gemerally fimanced by the 
rich brewers, that the young Germans 
who come to America are taught te re- 
member first the Fatherland and second 

America.” : 

For a long while Mr. Brisbane and the 
Hearst newspapers have been inseparably 
wedded to the theory that the beer interests 
of the country should be let alone and given 
encouragement, and that a stop should be 


id 


put to the manufacture, sale or traffic in 
ardent spirits, such as whisky, brandy, etc. 

Mr. Brisbane himself says in his admis- 
sion: 


Ag every newspaper editor in the 
country knows I have for more than 
twenty years advocated as a temperance 
measure the suppression of the whisky 
traffic and the encouragement of the 
light wine and light beer. 


He has “for more than twenty years” 


been one of the warmest and most brilliant 
advocates of the brewery interests, advo- 
cating the German system of having an 
open beer garden in every public square; 
and in order that beer might have no com- 
petition in the drinking business, he has 
been violently outspoken in behalf of -clos- 
ing all the whisky distilleries. 

When, therefore, he wanted to buy The 
Washington Times, it was natural that he 
should turn to the brewery interests—the 
beer interests—and they “came across” in 
superb fashion! 

If it serves only one purpose, the episode 
will not have been unavailing. 

The characteristic yell of “Stop Thief” 
has echoed down the valleys and across the 
hills ever since civilization’s dawning; and 
if this incident has no other effect than to 
put an end to the perennial Brisbane-Hearst 
cry of “Subsidized Press!” it will have been 
well worth all the trouble and ‘the endless 
explanation entailed. 

In New York city alone, at one time or 
another, almost every prominent daily news- 
paper has been branded by Mr. Brisbane 
and the Hearst newspapers as being part of 
the “Subsidized Press!” 

And so it has been with most of the 
other newspapers the country over—all were 
“subsidized” that thought differently from 
the Brisbane-Hearst combination. 

True to that characteristic instinct to 
the last, when, in response to the demand, 
by another Washington newspaper, for a 
“show-down,” Mr. Brisbane very ungraciously 
takes the position that his challenger was 
“subsidized” by J. P. Morgan & Co., of New 
York—as if that fact justified his own ac- 
ceptance of a loan of nearly half a million 
dollars from the brewery trust. 

The only distinct difference’ between the 
two, as their controversy now stands, is 
that Mr. Brainard, of The Washington Her- 
ald, has now not only the evidence, but the 
admission of its correctness, agalnst Mr. 
Brisbane, of The -Washington Times; and 
Mr. Brisbane cannot say that much to sup- 
port his accusations against Mr. Brainard! 

Anyhow, if hereafter Mr. Brisbane will 
direct his brilliant pen into argumentative 
channels rather than along lines of vicious 
attacks against the honor and integrity of 
his contemporaries he still has time ahead 
of him, let us hope, to overcome the embar- 
rassment of this unpleasant episode. 

And as for the brewery intérests, they 
will soon be put out of the way, because the 
United States government is about to dis- 
pose of them, leaving Mr. Brisbane free 
handed to start all over again and to direct 
his potential pen to a worthier end than 
that of supporting the brewery combination 
and beer guzzling generally. 
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NIP IT IN THE BUD! 


Already there is visible a direct outcrop- 
ping of a plan afoot to deprive the people 
of the fruits of their victory in school re- 
form by trying to sneak through a vindica- 
tion of the board of education whose con- 
duct caused the recent upheaval. 

Some months ago charges of serious mis- 
management, and worse, were made against 
the school administration.

Thereupon the politicians got busy, the 
result being that the investigation com- 
mittee’s report was absolutely overthrown 
and its recommendations. disregarded in 
toto by the very body that created it. 

The board of education promptly fol- 
lowed suit.

The people themselves took the matter 
in hand; and, despite all that the politicians 
in council and on the school board could do 
to block the movement, an act was passed 
by the general assembly placing the selec- 
tion of school] board members directly in the 
hands of the people, and limiting the num- 
ber to five. 

The first election under the new law is 
to be held next December; and the report 
of the special councilmanic investigating 
committee is going to be a dominating issue 
in that campaign. 

There is going to be no side-stepping, no 
ducking under the canvas, no hoodwinking, 
no evasion by any politician who may try 
to slide into a place on the school board, or, 
it may be to retain a place he already has 
there. 

The record of every member of the pres- 
ent board is clear; and every one of them 
might as well understand from the first that 
the people are not going to elect any man 
who, in any degree, was particeps criminis 
to the repudiation of the councilmanic com- 
mittee’s repudiation of the school manage- 
ment!

Mrs. Hubbard Indorses Plan to

Editor Constitution: The card of Mr. 
Frank E. Calloway regarding the selection 
of the board of education published in this 
morning’s Constitution appears to be a sug- 
gestion of great merit. 

In Cincinnati, in Louisville and in other 
and smaller cities where a change was made 
several years ago from the old-fashioned 
large board to a small board elected by the 
people of the whole city, the plan suggested 
by Mr. Calloway was followed and in each 
instance the men named by joint action of 
civic bodies were elected. 

The plan pursued in Louisville and Cin-

These various 
committees formed themselves into a citizens’ 
school league, which appointed a small rep- 
resentative committee to select suitable men 
and secure their consent to become candi- 
The candidates selected were numer- 
ously opposed by former members of the 
school board and others who had political 
ambition, but the citizens’ league candidates 
without exception were elected. 

Publicity is essential to the success of 
everything, and the newspapers of Atlanta 
have it in their power to promote such a 
plan as Mr. Calloway suggests and thus 
further to add to the honor and glory of 
our city.

Shipping Interests Well Represented 


Thursday morning marked the opening 
of the hearing which is being conducted in 
the Federal building by Attorney Examiner 
W. A. Disque, of the interstate commerce 
commission, to gather facts and information 
that will be helpful to the commission in 
making its recommendations to the director 
general of railroads, regarding changes and 
additions relating to consolidated freight 
classifications. 

About 200 representatives of shipping in- 
terests are in attendance to protest against 
the classifications which, which cali for more 
than 10,000 changes in rates and ratings, 
5,859 of these being changes in Southern 
classifications. These embrace 2,574 increases 
in ratings and 898 reductions in ratings. 

One of the first witnesses to appear was 
J. N. Steadwell, representing the southern 
classification committee, who gave a general 
defense of the new consoldiated classifica- 
tions. Argument on behaif of specific items 
will be taken up later during the hearing, 
which may last for ten days. 

Charles E. Cotterill, attorney on behalf 
of the Southern Traffic league, asked that 
the matter of presentation of his testimony 
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be held open until it was determined whether 
or not the exceptions to Southern classifica- 
tions would be automatically wiped out if 
the Southern classification itself was suc- 
ceeded by the consolidated one. Examiner 
Disque stated that this question had been 
taken up with Washington, and would be 
definitely answered within a few days. 

Representing the American Cotton Manu- 
facturers’ association, Edgar Watkins pro- 
duced three witnesses who testified against 
the proposed changes.

Great Interest Is Now Being Shown 


In Election of New School Board 


Great interest ig being manifested in the 
plans that have been put forward for holding 
a big mass meeting at some convenient place 
within the next few days for the purpose of 
naming candidates for the new board of 
education. The election for the five members 
of the new board wiil be held during the 
first week in December, and althoéugh several 
citizens have announced, and others have 
been mentioned as probable candidates, the 
spirit of the new movement seems to be 
that the candidates for the new places should 
be named by the fathers and mothers and 
other patrons of the Atlanta schools. 

The plans for the big mass meeting, which 
have not sufficientty matured as yet to be 
given in ‘detail, are put in motion according 
to best information, by the Parent-Teacher 
and “Wake-Up-Daddy” organizations in dif- 
ferent portions of the city, and it is expected 
that the men named by these organizations 
will have a big advantage over other possible 
candidates for the seats on the new board. 

Neither the time for the mass meeting, 
nor the place at which it is to be held, have 
yet been made public, but the entire pro- 
gram is expected to be announced within 
the next few days. 


Patrons to Choose Candidates. 

Not only do the movers of the new plan 
expect to further the idea of taking the new 
board from under the domination of the city 
council, but it is also expected that by leav- 
ing the choice of candidates to the patrons 
of the various schools, better men can be 
induced to accept the offices, and it is upon 
this idea that many of the parents, teachers 
and patrons of the schools are working. 

Under the present law the members of the 
board of education, which comprise ten men, 
are named by the city council, after being 
nominated by either the councilmanic or 
aldermanic representatives of the various 
city wards. This will be changed under the 
new law, in that the membership of the 
board will be reduced to five, and -these 
members will be elected by the voters in 
the city at large instead of by council. Of 
course the offices are open to any citizen who 
is qualified under the law for such service, 
and anyone can announce himself as a candi- 
date for the place of board member, but it is 
believed that the backing of the proposed 
mass meeting will be a most formidable wea- 
pon in the hands of those fortunate enough 
to receive the indorsement of the conven- 
tion. 

Several candidates have announced, one 
or two positively, and #veral others saying 
they would possibly stand for re-election, 
and whether these men will make their can- 
didacy contingent upon the action of the 
proposed school convention, is causing much 
speculation. It is said, however, to be a 
settled fact that those who receive the in- 
dorsement of the proposed mass meeting will 
have the backing of the Parent-Teacher and 
the “Wake-Up-Daddy” movements, which it 
is believed will add greatly to their candi- 
dacy. 

Candidates for Board. 

Among those who have given publicity to 
their intentions to stand for election to the 
new board of education are George F. Eu- 
banks, who is a prominent business man, 
and who has served four years upon the 
present school board. Mr. Eubanks has 
given his positive statement that he would 
be a candidate for the new board. 

W. H. Terrell, a prominent attorney of 
Atlanta, who has also been a member of the 
school board for about four years, has de- 
clared himself a candidate for the 
board. Mr. Terrell played a prominent part 
in the recent sensational school row and the 


investigations that followedrit, and he is 
being urged by many of his friends and 
those of the school system to make the race. 
Others, who are being prominently men- 
tioned for places on the new school board, 
but who have given only tentative consent 
to the use of their names for such races, 
are Robert L. Foreman, a prominent insur- 
ance man, who also played a foremost part 
in bringing about the recent school investi- 
gations. Mr. Foreman has not consented to 
stand for election, but friends declare he 
will make the race if the people wish him 
to serve. His name will in all probability 
be placed before the school convention or 
mass meeting, should it materialize. 
Charles A. Bowen, a popular young citizen 
of Atlanta, who gave much efficient service 
to the city as a member of the park board, 
and who is looked upon as one of the most 
progressive men of Atlanta, is being urged 
by his friends to become a candidate for the 
new school board. His name will be placed 
before the mass meeting, it is expected. 


Robison May Rua. 

Charles S$. Robison, chairman of the 
finance committee of the present school 
board, and an influential business man of the 
city, is also being urged to stand for election 
to one of the school board places.’ Mr: Robi- 
son has made no announcement, but it is 
expected that his name will be acted upon 
by the school caucus. 3 , 

Jesse Armistead, of West End, is another 
friend of the Atlanta schools who is being 
urged to become a candidate for the new 
board, and although Mr. Armistead. .has made 
no statement regarding the matter, 
friends predict that he will be one of the 
new board, should he wish to occupy such 
official position, 

James E. Hickey, proprietor of the Pied- 
mont hotel, and a present member of the 
school board, will not state his intention as 
to whether or not he will become a candidate 
for the new board. However, several weeks 
ago Mr. Hickey stated positively that he 
would not stand for election to the member- 
ship of the incoming board of education. Mr. 
Hickey’s friends, however, are confident that 
his name would receive the approval of the 
people should it be brought before the pro- 
posed mass meeting, or school convention. 

Dr. T. D. Longino, a prominent physician 
Nof Lee street, West End, is another promi- 
nently mentioned name as a possible candi- 


date for the new school board, and while 
Dr. Longino has not yet made a public state- 
ment with reference to his intentions, his 
admirers believe he would find much favor 
should jis name be placed before the school 
caucus. ' 

James L. Key, who will be mayor for the 
next term, and A. J. Orme, now serving on 
the board of education as chairman of the 
council school committee, are the only two 
members of the present board who are sure 
to serve on the incoming board. It is regard- 
ed as certain that Mayor-elect Key, upon 
the assumption of his office, will make no 
changes in the personnel of the school com- 
mittee of council, and should he not, it is 
sure that he and Mr. Orme will be members 
of the new board, the mayor serving as ex- 


officio member. 

The intent and purpose of the new law 
regarding the*election of the new school 
board was, according to its framers and 
most ardent backers, to rid the system of 
politics, but to those who are closely ob- 


coming ! 


servant, the indications at present point to 
one of the most intensely spirited political 
contests that Atlanta has seen in many years 
before the members of the incoming board 
have been elected.

The state democratic convention, the first 
under the Neil primary law, will be held in 
Macon, Thursday, October 3, at 10 o'clock. 

The date and place was fixed at a meet- 
ing of the sub-committee of the state ex- 
ecutive committee at a meeting held in 
Atlanta at noon yesterday. 

The selection of Macon as the convention 
city was at the personal request of Gov- 
ernor Dorsey, who is also governor-elect, by 
primary nomination, and who by the rules 
and regulations of the state committee is 
charged with the appointment of all the 
delegates to the convention. 

The selection of October, 3, instead of 
October 2, as had been informally agreed 
upon by some of the members of the sub- 
committee, and published extensively as the 
probable date, was at the special request of 
Committeeman Tarver, of Albany, who de- 
clared that October 2 was his birthday, and 
that as far as memory traced the past he 
had not failed, with friends, to celebrate 
that day; and imasmuch as he didn’t wish 
to make an exception this year, and inasmuch 
as he was also equally anxious to attend the 
state democratic love feast at Macon, he 
hoped that the convention could be held en 
the subsequent day, the 34 of October—and 
every member present agreed that the ccn- 
vention date should be October 3— 

And that is the reason the convention is 
not to be held om the 2d, as at first unoffi- 
cially announced. 

Just what birth anniversary, numerically 
speaking, Mr. Tarver will celebrate on the 
2a of October, he did not disclose, but his 
fellow committeemen to a man expressed the 


hope that he might have just as many in the 
future as he has had in the past, and more, 
which is as limitless as the sunshine that 
brightens his south Georgia environs.

The Council of National Defense is com- 
posed of the secretary of war, secretary of 
the navy, secretary of the interior, secretary 
of agriculture, secretary of commerce and 
secretary of labor. 

The law creating the Council of National 
Defense provided that it should nominate to 
the president and the president should ap- 
point an advisory commission consisting of 
not more than seven persons, “each of whom 
shall have special knowledge of some indus- 
try, public utility or the development of some 
natural resource, or be otherwise specially 
qualified, in the opinion of the council, for 
the performance of the duties hereinafter 
provided.” 


In conformity with this provision, the 


| president named Danie] Willard, president of 


the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, chairman; 
Howard E. Coffin, vice president, Hudson 
Motor company; Julius Rosenwald, president, 
Sears, Roebuck & Co.; Bernard M. Baruch, 
banker; Dr. Hollis Godfrey, president, Drexel 
institute; Samuel Gompers, president, Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, and Dr. Franklin 
Martin, secretary, General American College 
of Surgeons, Chicago, as members of this 
advisory commission. 

The object and purposes of the Council 
of National Defense and of the advisory com- 
mission are best stated in the terms of the

“That a Council of National Defense is

“That it shall be the duty of the Council 
of National Defense to supervise and direct

The Socialist Vorwaerts of Berlin is 
bitter and pessimistic. It declares that 
the American answer and the utter- 
ances of Secretary Balfour compel the 
conclusion that the entente will not 
hear of:d peace by agreement. 

“Mr Balfour's speech,” says The 
Vorwaerts, “contains two points which! 
a great part of the German people sare 
ready to discuss, and two others which 
will even evoke opposition from every 
German. The first two points are Bel- 
gium and the Brest-Litovsk. The other 
two concern the German colonies and 
Alsace-Lorraine. 

“If Mr. Balfour wishes that these 
last two points should be fulfilled, 
which would be possible only through 
a complete military victory by the 
entente, there would be a feeling left 
among the entire German people that 
they had been made the victims of a 
robbers’ warfare.” 

The Vorwaerts says that even if the 
entente does not admit the justice of 
the German standpoint, its rejection of 
the Austrian /invitation is, neverthe- 
less, an “act of stupidity and brutality.” 

The Lokal Anzeiger’s comment is of 
an “I-told-you-so” nature. The news- 
papér says that President Wilson's an- 
swer makes it necessary to wait and 
see what the entente nations will say.

Judge Tarver, Judge Mel- 
drim and Judge Bell As- 
sume Jurisdiction in Gas 
and Electric Light Rates.

Quickly following the assuming of 
jurisdiction by Judge M. G. Tarver, of 
Cherokee, in the injunction suit of the 
city and electric current consumers to 
prevent the increased light and power 
rates authorized by the railroad com- 
mission, on petition of the Atlanta Gas 
Light company, Judge P. W. Meldrim, 
of the Chatham circuit, has issued an 
order taking jurisdiction in the gas in- 
junction suit; and the hearing has been 
set for September 309. 

T. A. Hammond, of Smith, Hammond 
& Smith, attorneys for the Atlanta Gas 
Light company,* went. to Savannah 
Wednesday to present the petition to 
Judge Meldrim. The order was issued 
immediately, and on Thursday was 
servéd on the attorneys for the city of 
Atlanta and the citizens’ committee. 

Two Suaits Necessary. 

The electric current and light rate 
injunetion suit and the injunction suit 
to prevent the increase in gas rates 
are exactly alike. Two suits, however, 
were necessary, as the Georgia Railway 
and Power company and the Atlanta 
Gas Light company are two distinct cor- 
porations. 

The attorneys for the gas company, 
it is said, presented their petition for 
a change of jurisdiction before Judge 
Meldrim instead of Judge Tarver, be- 
cause it developed that Judge Tarver 
has « brother living in Atlanta, J. M. 
Tarver, No. 31 Lillian street, who uses 
gas, but does not use electric current. 
This fact, according to the contention 
of the defendants’ attorneys, would 
have disqualified him to try the gas 
case, just as they claim Judge George 
L. Bell, and all other! Fulton county 
judges are disqualified. 

The status of the legal fight against 
and for the rate increases authorized 
by the railroad commission is becom- 
ing vague, even to a legal mind, as 
new angles are added to the situation 
almost every day.

Claiming that the state legislature 
had no constitutional rights to grant a 
charter, giving certain powers of con- 
tract to the city of Atlanta, but at the 
same time recognizing that a contract 
exists between the city of Atlanta and 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, the power company Thursday 
resumed its attempt to compel the rail- 
road commission to assume. jurisdic- 
tion in the matter of considering the 
petition of the power company to in- 
crease car rates ih the city of Atlanta. 

The proceedings, which are being 
heard before Judge George L. Bell, in 
the Fulton superior court, ‘Thursday 
resolved itself into a discussion as to 
whether the, legislature had power to 
grant to the city of Atlanta charter 
powers by which it could legally en- 
ter into contract with the street rail- 
way corporation to fix the car fare 
rate, 

The city and co-operating “itizens’ 
committee contend that the railroad 
commission has no right ty consider the 
petition for an increase in car fares, 
in view of the contract existing be- 
tween the city and the power company, 
which was made years ago fixing the 
car fare at 5 cents. They claim that 
under the jerms of the statute creat- 
ing the commission that board has no 
authority to alter previously existing 
public utility contracts. The commis- 
sion recently ruled that it had no 
jurisdiction in the matter on account 
of the existence of the contract hbe- 
tween ‘the city and the power company, 
which was in existence prior to tae or- 
ganization of the commission in 1907. 

After this ruling of the commission 
the commission granted the petition of 
the power company for an increase of 
331-3 per cent in electric light, power 
and gas service rates.

With Local Draft Boards 
in Giving Deferred Classi- 
fication to Men Engaged 
in Essential Industry.

In conjunction with the order of Di- 
rector General McAdoo as to the de- 
ferred classification of men employed 
which came from 
Washington in the dispatches of Sep- 
tember 18, the office of the railroad ad- 


i'ministration here has received a com- 


munication describing fully the atti- 
tude of the provost marsha! genera! on 
deferments of all kinds. 

Mr. McAdoo has stated explicitly that 
men engaged in railroad work cannot 
be spared at the present time for mili- 
tary service, since the operating of the 
railroads is one of the government’s in- 
dispensable war industries, and he asks 


eral control see that deferred classifi- 
cations are secured for railroad em- 
ployees wherever necessary. 

Appeal to All Employers. 

Provost Marshal Crowder extends his 
appeal to all employers, who are urged 
to co-operate with the draft boards in 
making most effective the selective 
draft system. Since it is impossible for 
the local boards to investigate each 
case where no exemption for occupa- 
tional reasons is claimed, responsibility 
as to proper deferments are placed with 
employers, who are urged to consider 
both the industry’s and the nation’s in- 
terest. 

The message, which is addressed to 
employers and other representatives of 
industry, proposes some recommenda- 
tions as to their share of responsibility 
in the classification of the new regis- 
trants under the selective service act. 
“Some one must indicate that the indi- 
vidual case is one which should arrest 
the special attention of the boards in 
respect to the registrants’ occupational 
status. 

“The boards do not possess a super- 
human omniscience, nor are they per- 
mitted by circumstances to devote un- 
limited time to the search of question- 
naires for possible grounds of claim. 
Ordinarily the registrant himself will 
indicate the claim on his questionnaire. 
But if, through mistaken chivalry, he 
should fail to do so, another may make 
it for him. 

“In industry, agriculture or other oc- 
cupations this other person will natur- 
ally be his employer or some other rep- 
resenative of his associated group. The 
employer in this situation represents 
the nation, because the maintenance of 
the military establishment requires that 
some well-advised person look after the 
national interest, which the registrant 
may not have sufficiently considered.” 

Large Outlook Desired.
